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ABSTRACT 

Presented are demographic data for handicapped 
children in the Philadelphia area who might be eligible for federally 
funded (Title XX) day care services. The report consists of data 
tables and narrative sections for the following information: 
estimated number of handicapped children within catchment areas 
(CA*s); estimated median income level of CA's in relation to Title XX 
income eligibility; identification of Title XX specialized centers in 
relation to CA*s; and a list of day care centers (including their 
capacity , payment status for services, and type of program by 
auspice) for each CA. The final section provides two examples of ways 
in which the data may be used for planning purposes. (CL) 
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This is the fifth of a series of reports providing comprehensive demo- 
graphic information for Title XX Day Care planning. The first report pre- 
sented median income comparison data for census tracts within the City of 
Philadelphia (data tables 1, 1 -A through 1-L, and 2, 2-A through 2-L) . 
The second report was entitled "Racial Composition of the Planning Analysis 
Sections and Census Tracts within the City of Philadelphia" (data tables 
3, 3-A" through ^3 This was" followed by the third report, "Day Care 

Centers in the City of Philadelphia and their valated Tract* and Block 
Numbers, Capacity, Payment Status, Type, and Auspice" (data tables 4, 
4-A through 5-L). The fourth report (data tables 5, 5-A through 5-L) C: 
focused on the child and adult population in the planning analysis 
sections and census tracts within Philadelphia. This present report con- 
centrates on demographic data for special needs children in Title XX Day 
Care (data tables 6, 6-1 through 6-7C, 7, 8A, 8B, 9, 9-1 though 9-7C, 10, 
11, 11-1 through 11-7C, 12, 13, and figures 1-16). 



DEMOGRAPHIC DATA 
FOR 

SPECIAL NEEDS CHILDREN IN TITLE XX DAY CARE 

Title XX Day Care is designed to provide care to children for a 
portion of the day in special home or center settings. Day Care is 
provided when the child's parents or responsible relatives are unable to 
care for the child due to employment requirements or participation in 
a service plan of a social agency. It is also designed to provide care 
to children with special handicaps, to be able to contribute toward the 
child's development and self-sufficiency and, in some cases, to prevent 
abuse, neglect or institutionalization. 1 

This report focuses on local demographic data related to children 
with special handicaps. The Department of Public Welfare has defined 
children with special handicaps as those having 11 ... a severe mental dis- 
ability, severe developmental disability (mental retardation, cerebral 
palsy, epilepsy or other neurologically-based condition) , or severe, 
physically crippling disability (including blindness and deafness) . The 
disability must be documented, in writing, by a competent medical authority 
prior to a determination of eligibility. 1 ' 

The purposes of this report are to estimate the number of children 
with special handicaps in the Philadelphia area and to identify target or 
priority catchment areas based on Title XX income eligibility levels. 



These data are needed for planning and for evaluating the levels of 
services to children with special handicaps. The report graphically 
displays the geographical boundaries of Title XX day care specialized 
centers and identifies all Title XX and known proprietary day care 
center locations by catchment areas. It also develops two examples of 
how these data may be used to answer questions such as, "What is the 
ratio of children with special needs to the number of specialized day 
care slots in each Catchment Area?" 

Recent provisions for mental health and mental retardation services 
are an outcome of two major Acts. The Federal Community Mental Health 
Center Act of 1963 authorized the development of one community mental 
health center to serve each group of 75,000 to 200,000 persons. This 
group of persons or community is called a "catchment area 11 (CA) . The 
State Mental Health and Mental Retardation Act of 1966 made it possible 
for each CA to have a Base Service Unit (BSU) which provides intake and 
evaluation, referral, monitering, and record keeping services. The BSU 
may be associated with a community mental health and mental retardation 
center which ordinarily, especially if the center receives funds from the 
Federal Government , provides five basic services: inpatient care, out- 
patient care, partial hospitalization, emergency services, and consultation 
and education services. In 1968 the Philadelphia Office of Mental Health 
and Mental Retardation began coordinating the mental health and mental 
retardation facilities/ The City has been divided into 13 CA ! s and each 
CA has a BSU located within its boundaries. Ten community mental health 
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centers are available to serve one (or more than one) CA.3 Figure 1 shows 
the 13 CA's for the City and identifies the BSU in each CA. All data in 
this report focus on some aspect of the relationship between CA's and the 
local population of special needs children. 



The report consists of four sections which provide basic data tables 
and a final section which provides examples of how the data may be used for 
planning purposes. The sections are as follows: 



I. The estimated number of children with special needs within 
CA's. 

II. The estimated median income level of CA's in relation to 
Title XX income eligibility. 

III. Identification of Title XX specialized centers in relation 
to CA's. 

IV. A list of Day Care centers (including their capacities, payment 
status for services, and type of program by auspice) for each 
CA. 

V. Two examples of how the data could be used for planning or 
evaluation: 

(a) To estimate the ratio of children to special needs 
day care slot within each CA. 

(b) To estimate the distribution across CA's of children 
within a specified handicap (e.g., visually handi- 
capped) who presently attend a special center. 



In each section there is a brief statement of its purpose, definitions 
of terms, and an expiration of the organization of the tables, the sources 
of data, and whatever special computations were necessary.

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Section I. Estimated Number of Children With Special Needs By 
Catchment Areas and for the City of Philadelphia 

The following tables contain the estimated numbers of children 
with "special conditions" for each of the 13 Catchment Areas (CA) and 
the City of Philadelphia. The CA's are rank ordered (from highest to 
lowest) based on the number of low income children with special con- 
ditions. The CA T s are also rank ordered into four (arbitrary) groups 
yielding an alternative priority statement of CA's most in need of 
special services. 

Tables 6-1 to 6-7C present the estimated number of children with 
special conditions for each CA. The numbers (e.g., -1) and the -letter 
combinations (e.g.,-2A) after the table number "6" correspond to the 13 
CA- numbers assigned by the Philadelphia Office of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation. Table 6 is the summary of Tables 6-1 to 6-7C which 
shows' the estimated figures for the City of Philadelphia. 

At the top of each. table, the total number of children from Birth 
-17 and the number and percentage of low income children for each CA 
are given. The procedure used to calculate the percentage of low income 
children for each CA (among these initial figures in the table) was as 
follows: 

Step 1. Census tracts comprising each CA were identified and grouped. 

Step 2. The total number of children from Birth - 17 were summed 
for each census tract comprising the CA. 

Step 3. The total number of low income children from Birth -17 were 
summed for each census tract comprising the CA. 



Step 4. The total number of low income children in the CA 

was divided by the total number of children in the CA, 

Step 5. The quotient from Step 4 was expressed as ,a percentage 
to represent the portion of poor children per CA. 

Example: Given Catchment Area // 1 

Total population of children « 42812 

Total number of Low Income Children = 19324 

Formula:

There were nine categories of special conditions identified by the 
Bureau of Education for the Handicapped. The incidence rates for each 
category were provided for the school-age population (ages 5-19) and for 
children under age 5. The incidence rates for children under 5 was one- 
half that given for school-age children. These percentage rates are as 
follow:*

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Because there are two incidence rates, data are displayed for each 
group (Birth - 4 and 5-17) and the sum of the groups (Birth - 17). Under 
each age group, children are sub-grouped into "All Children 11 (children 
in need of services regardless of family income) and "Estimated Number 
of Low Income Children" (children in need of services and defined as low 
income children in the Census) . 

The procedures used : tp derive the number of "All Children" ai^d 
"Estimated Number of Low Income Children" were as follows: 

All Children from Birth - 4 and 5-17 

Step 1. Census tracts composing. each CA were identified and 
grouped. 

Step 2. The number of children from Birth - 4 and 5-17 were 
summed separately for each census tract. 

Step 3. The census tract totals from Step 2 composing each CA 
were summed. 

The sum total of the census tracts comprising the CA 
was the number of children from Birth - 4 and 5-17 
for the CA. " * 

Low Income Children from Birth - 4 and 5-17 

Total number of children for each CA from the above 
calculations (Step 3) was used -to, calculate the number 
of low income children for each CA. 

Step 1. The number of all children of an age group was multiplied 
by the percent of low income children in the CA. 

Step 2. The product was rounded off to the nearest 5.

The figures for each special condition under the age groups for Table 
6-1 to 6-7C were calculated in the following manner. The number of child- 
ren with each special condition under "All Children" for Birth - 4 and 5-17 
were ^multiplied by the percentage rate for each special condition appropriate 
to each age group and then rounded off to the nearest 5. To determine the 
number of "Low Income" Children with Special Conditions for age groups 
Birth - 4 and 5-17, the product of each special condition of the above cal- 
culation was multiplied by the percent of low income children in the CA. 

Finally the figure for "All Children" (special conditions) Birth. - 17 
was derived from summing the figures in columns "All Children" for the 
Birth - 4 and 5-17 groups with special conditions. Similarly, the figure 
for "Estimated Number of Low Income Children" (special conditions) Birth-17 
was derived from adding the figures in columns "Estimated Number of Low In- 
come Children" under Birth- 4 and 5-17 with special conditions. 
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■ Table 6 shows the number of children with special conditions for 

the City of Philadelphia. For each condition under each age grouping, 

the figure was obtained by summing all the figures of the 13 CA's (Tables 

6-1 to 6- 7C). The total number of children with all special conditions by 

age group for the City was calculated by summing the nine categories under 

i ■ .... 

each group. 

In order to ascertain the CA most in need of services, the CA's were 
rank ordered (from highest to lowest number) based on the number of child- 
ren with special conditions residing in the CA. Table 7 shows CA #5 with 
the largest number of low income children with special needs arid CA //7C 
with the least number of low income children with special conditions. 

4 Table 8-A is also a rank order of CA's for children from Birth -17. 
The purpose of the table is to show another feasible method of identify- 
ing CA's most in need of attention. By arbitrarily grouping CA's using 
units of 500 children, four relative priority groups were established. 
Group I shows the CA's most in need of attention while Group IV shows 
of CA's least in need of attention. ■ From this table, CA #5A and 1 are 
CA f s most in need of services, and CA's 6A, 6B, 6C, 7A, 7B, and 7C are 
CA's least in need of services. 

Since the grouping is arbitrary, a similar grouping with different 
boundaries could be determined as needed.. For example, if only two 
relative priority groups were desired, Group I and II would be the primary 
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group and Group III and IV secondary. In this case, CA #4 would be in- 
cluded with CA's 5A and 1. It then suggests that these three CA's are 
most in need of attention based on the largest number of low income' 
children with special conditions residing within the CA's. 

Table. 8-A is graphically presented in Figure 2. Colors are used to 
designate the relative priority levels. Orange is used to designate re- 
lative priority Group I, green is used for Group II, blue is used for 
Group III, and red is used for Group IV. 

A further refinement of rank order is presented for age groups 
Birth-4 and 5-17 in Table 8-B. Figure 3 is the graphic presentation of 
Table 8-B. For age group Birth-4, the dotted line was drawn for groups 
of 100 children instead of 500 children because of the smaller ff N, M 
but was maintained for age group 5-17. For both groups, the CA's were 
found in" the same relative priority grouping. Comparing Figure 3 with 
Figure 2, CA 1 and 4 shifts into another group. This is a result of using 
arbitrary units of 500 and 100 to delineate the groups. 

In conclusion, there are approximately 52,120 children from B'rth -.17 
with special conditions in the City. Of these children, 10,145 are low' 
income children and possibly entitled to Title XX Specialized Day Care.. 
The rank order of the CA's by relative priority groups indicates that CA's 
# 5A, 1, and 4 (Groups I and II) may be considered the CA's most in need of 
specialized day care as these three CA's also compose 52% of the number of 
low income children with special conditions.

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Section II; City of Philadelphia Catchment Areas: Median Income of Census 
Tracts and Percent Deviation from the State Median Income 

For the purpose of identifying priority or target .Catchment Areas (CA) 
based on Title XX income eligibility levels, the median income of each CA 
would have been the most useful index. However, because this information is 
not available nor directly derivable from existing data, an alternative pro- 
cedure was developed which shows which of four income categories a CA will 
generally fall into. The procedure relies on color coding the median income 
of census tracts composing each CA. 

Tables 9-1 to 9-7C show the census tracts composing each CA, the median 

income of each tract* and the percent deviation from the State Median Income 
2 

(SMI) of $13,374 . Table 9 is the summary of tables 9-1 to 9-7C. Each CA 

is identified in the table as well as the census tract numbers which compose 
3 

the CA . The table also provides the range of median income, and the range 
of SMI percent deviation. Parentheses around the census tract number indic- 
ate the tract is divided and the median income is presented in one. CA only. 
Of the residential tracts divided in this way, tract #009 is identified in 
2B and #050 is identified in 2A. , 

The percent deviation from the SMI is computed by subtracting the median 
income of a census tract from the SMI, multiplying by 100%, and dividing by 
the SMI. The plus and minus signs show whether the median income of the 
tract is above or below the SMI. Asterisks are used to flag percent devia- 
tions which equal the limits or fall outside the range of -20% to +15% 
corresponding to the 80% and 115% income levels related to Title XX) . One 
asterisk (*) shows that the negative percent deviation is -20% or less, 



while two asterisks (**) show that the deviation is +15% or more. When 
asterisks are given for percent deviations 4 related to the SMI, then these 
three possibilities are suggested: 



1. For tracts with median incomes less than the SMI by at least -20%, 
it is possible that half, or more than half, of the families are 
theoretically eligible for free day care under Title XX. 

2. For tracts with median incomes greater than the SMI by at least 
+15%, half or more than half of the families in the tract are 
theoretically ineligible for services under Title XX. 

3. For percent deviations not asterisked, half or more than half 
of the families in the tract may be eligible for services under 
Title XX on either a free or fee basis. 



Figure 4 shows each tract's percent deviation from the SMI (the data 
are taken from column 3 of Tables 9-1 to 9-7C) . The following chart shows 
how the colors on the map correspond to Title XX income levels and the in- 
formation provided in column 3 of Tables 9-1 to 9-7c:,

Thus although the median income of each CA is unknown, a general indica- 
tion of this information can be determined by looking at Figure 4. Tracts 
color coded orange or green are target areas, and their preponderance in a CA 
identifies that CA as a general priority area. For example, with the exception 
of tract #197, CA 5 is composed of census tracts with family incomes of 65%

of the SMI. It suggests that half the. families in CA 5 may be eligible 
for Title XX Day Care based on income criteria only. Similarly, CA 7C is 
completely composed of tracts which are 80-115% of SMI (color coded blue) 
and half the families may be eligible for Title XX Day Care on a free or 
fee basis. Since Pennsylvania has opted to provide free Day Care up to 
80% of the SMI, primary concern may be focused on those catchment areas 
primarily composed of census tracts color coded Orange and Green, These 
CA f s are 1, 2A, 2B, 3, 4, 5A, and 5B.

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Section III: The Locations of Specialized Day Care Centers In Relation 

to Catchment Areas In the City of Philadelphia 

The purposes of this section are to show three relationships by presenting: 

. a graphic display of the locations of Title XX Specialized Centers 
in relation to Catchment Areas (CA) , 

• a graphic display of the geographical service area of each 
Specialized Center, and 

. the number of children under age 18 residing in the geographical 
service area of each Specialized Center. 

There are 17 specialized day care centers in Philadelphia which offer 
care programs for various age groups of children with special needs. The 
specialized centers provide services to children in geographical areas 
established by the Philadelphia Office of Mental Health and Mental 
Retardation* Each center provides services to one or more catchment areas. 

Figure 5 shows the approximate locations of the 17 specialized centers in 
relation to the CA boundaries. Figures 6 through graphically display the 
approximate locations of each center and the geogra? ???.cal boundaries of the 
service area. Figures 6 through 11 show those centers which serve one 
catchment area only. Figures 12 and 14 show centers providing services to 
two adjoining catchment areas. Figure 13 shows two conditions; that is, the 
pre-school program of the center is offered to one catchment area while the 
infant program of the center is offered to two catchment areas. Figure 15 
shows a center serving three catchment areas. Finally, Figure 16 shows six 
centers which offer services to the entire City of Philadelphia. Three of 
these six centers offer day care programs to a rather highly specified 
population: 

Southern Home for Children: School-aged emotionally disturbed or 
learning disabled children. 
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United Cerebral Palsy Association: Pre-school children with 
Cerebral Palsy, 

Upsal School for the Blind: Pre-school and school aged blind children* 

A center is identified by a dot on each figure. With the exception 
of Figure 16, the vertical lines designate the service boundaries of the 
center. The catchment area served, . the population of children ages 0-17 
residing within the service boundaries, and the age range of children 
served are identified on eachTfigure. 

The rank order (from low to high) of specialized centers based upon the 
number of children residing within the geographical area of the center is 
presented in Table 10. Excluding centers which serve the entire city, 
the number of children (under age 18) in each catchment area (or areas) 
served by a given center ranges from 22,089 (Roxborough - Ken Crest Center, 
pre-school only) to 137,557 (Growth and Development Center of the Northeast).

Section IV: Day Care Centers in Relation to Catchment Areas in the 
City of Philadelphia, and their related Tract and Block 
Numbers, Capacity, Payment Status, Type and Auspice. 

There are 191 Day Care centers (195 sites) located throughout the City 
of Philadelphia. The accompaning tables describe these centers in relation 
to Catchment Areas (CA's), and by type of program, payment status of partic- 
ipants (fee or non-fee) and by auspice (Title XX or Proprietary) . The Day 
Care centers in each CA refer children to the Base Service Unit in the CA. 
These centers may be considered "Feeders" in the Mental Health and Mental 
Retardation network and serve an important early intervention function 
for children needing mental health services. 

Thirteen tables (Tables 11-1 to 11-7C) are used to display the data 
for, each Catchment Area (CA) . A number (#1) or number and letter (//2A) in 
the tables correspond to the designation of the CA. 

Each table provides specific information in the following order;

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Centers in each CA are listed chronologically by tract number, and 
.then in alphabetical order when more than one center is in the same tract. 
The number of children given for "Day Care Capacity" does not equal the 
number of children under "Payment Status" because the former is the 
licensed capacity determined by the amount of space, while the latter is 
determined by the contractual arrangement. The number of children (both 
fee and non-fee) in Title XX centers were listed under the appropriate 
Title XX columns, while proprietary centers 1 children were listed in the 
adjacent column. For those centers serving both Title XX and non-Title XX 
children, the numbers were listed on the tables under the appropriate 
categories; when the number of non-Title XX children was unknown, only the 
Title XX portion of the table was completed, and "Private" was left blank. 

The summary totals for each Catchment Area are presented in Table 11 
for., the City of Philadelphia. The number of day care children in Homes is 
included in this table, and the total under "Payment Status" shows the 
number of children in day care regardless of the type of program, /setting, 
or* auspice.

Section V: Summary and Conclusion 

Four sets of data have been provided. Section I provided the estimated 
number of low income children with special conditions by the 13 CA f s and for 
the city. It also identified the CA f s most in need of services. Section II 
provided the median income of census tracts in relation to Title XX income 
levels and target CA f s were identified by median income. Section III present- 
ed the geographical boundaries of the Title XX specialized centers. Finally, 
Section IV identified the Day Care centers located in each CA. These 
"feeder" centers were included for additional information. 

These sets of data can be used to develop additional information. Two 
examples are now presented to show this potential use of the data. The two 
examples fo£us on estimated availability of Mental Health-Mental Retardation 
services (MH/MR) for low income children with special needs (LIC/SN) and 
estimated distribution of LIC/SN attending a Specialized Center within each CA. 

Both examples were developed with the assumption that the parent or 
parents of the children in every area have identical characteristics. Thus 
it is assumed that parents are equally concerned about the child's welfare 
and quality of care, knowledgable of child development and of the conse- 
quences if services are not received, desire the services of the agency, and 
have equal Access to special services (e.g., there are no transportation 
problems). 

Example 1 is designed to determine if the availability of services is 
proportionately distributed in the 13 CA f s. If the ratio varies, it also 
identifies which CA f s will need to increase or decrease services. To determine 
the ratio of LIC/SN to the number of day care slots in the child's CA residence

The results show that the availability of services varies within each 
relative priority group and among all 13 CA's. The largest ratio indicates 
that more children must compete for the same space. The larger ratios are 
found in Priority groups I and III. 

The results suggest that the services are unequally distributed through- 
out the CA's and that CA's with the children most in need of services tend 
to be CA's with the lowest number of available services. To equalize the 
ratio (e.g., if the ratio of 27/1 is deemed the desirable level of service) 
then services to children in CA's with ratios greater than 27/1 will need to 
be increased, and CA's with ratios less than 27/1 could be maintained or 
decreased.

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Example 1 focused on the ratio of total services available to LIC/SN 
regardless of specific type of special condition. From the composite data, it 
is also possible to estimate the distribution of children who could attend 
a center. The example (Table .13) looks, at one special condition, visually 
handicapped, and the Title XX specialized center serving the special con- 
dition. 

Table 13 is a composite of information taken from Sections I, III, and 

IV. The computations /sources of data are shown for each column in Table 13: 

Column 1: Catchment areas ar£ identified chronologically 

Column 2: Tables 6-1 to 6-7C, line item special condition 8 (visually 
handicapped) and column 6 

Column 3: Percent of children visually handicapped residing in the 
CA is determined by:

Column 4: Number of children to attend center is derived by: 

Percent of visually handicapped residing in CA 

multiplied by number of day care slots authorized 

by DPW for Upsal Day School for the Blind (Table 10-6B) 

The results show that children who attend the center are primarily from 
two CA's* These two CA's compose one-half of the number of children who attend 
Title XX Upsal Day School for the Blind (Day Care) . The remaining half is dis- 
tributed among 8 CA's and none are from 3 CA's. The table may be useful to 
Upsal Day School as a guide to determine how to allocate their 40 day care 
slots proportionately throughout the 13 CA's, given all variables are equal. 

Both these examples have shown how to make further use of the composite 
data. It is re-emphasized that the estimations in each example are theoretical 
and are not necessarily explicit recommendations for action.
